Chinese Action in Railway| 
Case Creates Fear of 
Possible Trouble

TOKIO, July 12—Feverish activity 
and scenes of panic developed Thurs- 
day night throughout Manchuria as 
thirty expelled Russian officials of 
the confiscated Chinese Bastern ratl- 
way left for the borders of Eastern St- 
beria, where Russian troops were 
mobilized and ready to move on a 
moment's notice, 

Seizure by Manchurian officials of 
the Russian-owned railway precipitat- 
ed a crisis in the Far East which i 
potentially more dangerous than any- 
thing since the tension between Great 
Britain, Russia and the Chinese Na- 
tionalists in 1927.

Bishop of Kootenay Says 
He Did Not Criticize 
French-Canadian Race

VERNON, B.C., July 12—Concerned 
because he was reported by an Eastern 
newspaper as having criticised the 
French Canadian race, the Bishop of 
Kootenay, Rt. Rev. Dr. A. J. Doull, 
has issued the following statement to 
The Canadian Press: 

I have been greatly surprised that a 
short paragraph of my charge to the | 
synod of Kootenay has been magni- 
fied and distorted by some newspapers 
in Eastern Canada as an attack upon | 
French influence in Canada, Thus in | 
a leading Montreal journal I read 
‘Bishop Doull sees Quebec control in 
Canada injurious.” “Declaring that 
Quebec was injurious to Canada and 
that Anglo-Canadians should unite to | 
counteract her influence, Rt, Rev, Dr 
A. J, Doull, Bishop of Kootenay, | 
startled the twentieth session of the | 
Diocesan Synod,” 

In another prominent publication I 
find the following: “Verbal bomb- | 
shell thrown by Bishop. Criticism of ' 
French in Canada creates deep im-| 
pression here. Radical views.” 

All the above, similar headings and | 
paragraphs, is purely the work of the 
representatives of the press, It comes | 
as a greater bombshell to myself than 
it can to anyone else. I never ‘wrote 
or uttered one word to justify such 
statements, 


Facts of Case 

These are the facts. I was dealing 
with the subject of immigration and 
deploring the fact that the tide of 
foreign immigration is increasing even 
in British Columbia which will soon 
be British only in name unless some- | 
thing be done quickly to increase the 
number of British settlers, I suggested 
as a remedy that English-speaking | 
Canadians should make the mainten- 
ance of the British character of Can- 
ada a matter of supreme concern. My 


problem that I can see is that ali Eng- 
lish speaking people throughout the 
Dominion should band themselves to- 
gether and demand of whatever gov- 
ernment may be in power at Ottawa | 
that this country must be kept British | 
and made more British still.” | 

And then followed the paragraph 
which contained the one and only 
reference to the French. “The French 
in Canada, who are not friendly to| 
British immigration have gained con- 
trol of our country by putting the in-| 
terests of the Prench people first and | 
party interests second. If we did like- | 
wise for British interests we could yet | 
save the situation.” : | 

Harmless He Says 

That surely is a very harmless 
bombshell. There is nothing about 
French influence being injurious to | 
Canada I quoted the French as an} 
example of what can be done if party 
interests be subordinated to racial in- 
terests, as an example bf what could 
be done to stem the tide of foreign 
immigration if only English speaking 
Canadians united on this one vital 
question, I do not blame or censure 
the French for not being friendly to 
British immigration, I honor them for 
Putting the welfare of their race first

When Peasants Rule 


Somerville Could Make Money go Twice as 
Far in London as Moscow—Not so 
Working Classes

LONDON, July 12—-The expenses 
incurred by a visitor to Russia throw 
no light on the question of the cost 


of living to the Russian people them- 
selves. In any country, of course, the 
foreign traveller must expect to pay 
the top prices but in Russia there are 
quite exceptional differences, In the 
first place, there is the controlled ex- 
change I had to take 9.38 roubles 
to the pound when the unofficial rate 
was 21 I felt that I was being given 
only 45 cents to the dollar and after 
considering the purchasing power of 
the rouble in terms of goods I feel in- 


clined to say that the rate of 21 
roubles to the pound offered on the 
“black bourse” is about the right one 


In Moscow the wage of a laborer i 
about 80 roubles a month as a mini- 


mum. In KFharkov it is only 60, but 
we had better keep to Moscow ex- 
amples and as I have not lived in 


Canada for years I will make my com- 
parisons with England, Eighty roubles 
a month can be roughly put at £2 a 
week in England, But I could make 
'2 a week in London go as far as £4 
or £5 spent by a foreign resident in 
Moscow. TI say a foreign resident, and 
not a mere tourist, for the spending 
of money requires local knowledge to 
get true value 
Gireat Difference 

There is another great difference 
between the foreign resident in Russia 
and the Russians themselves The 
foreign resident is probably, though 
not necessarily, outside the privileged 
class of worker, and will therefore pay 
considerably more for his food and 
immensely more for his rent than the 


Russians pay Further, the foreig 
resident likely to be accustomed 
& standard of life higher than that 


of a manual worker and it is exactly 
the commodities of working-class con- 
sumption that are cheap in Russia 
while what may be called middle-class

Health, each of which is making year- 
ly an increasingly valuable contribu- 
tion to the welfare of Canada,” she 
said. “The health unit plan ts rapid- 
ly growing in favor in Canada and 
will undoubtedly mean the extension 
of educational and preventive work 
,to areas at present barely touched 
Bedside nursing is n e included in 
this program.

Between four and five thousand 
Danes are expected to come to Can- 
ada next year, according to Johannes 


E. Boggiid. royal Danish consul-gen- 
eral for Canada and Newfoundland, 
who was a visitor in the city on Fri- 
day, 

Mr. Boggild stated that the majori- 
ty of these would. be single men, and 
that they would settle on the land 
The Danish government did tot as- 
sist emigration’ in any way, and the 
migrants coming to Canada would 
come out on their own resources and 
be placed in positions by the railways 

The consul-general said that, 
throughout Canada, the Danes ap- 
peared to be well satisfied and getting 
on well. Thursday eveying he met a 
large number of AlbertA Danes, and 
they all seemed to be prosperous. 
Many ef them were going in for datry- 
ing, although wheat farming was thelr 
main effort at present 

Conditions in Denmark were good, 
Mr. Boggild said, with employment 
and industry increasing rapidly. The 
country was gradually turning to Iin- 
dustry, although agriculture still held 
a prominent place The form of gov- 
ernment in Denmark is Socialist-Ra- 
dical, corresponding to a coalition be- 
tween Labor and Liberals, and the 
country was apparently satisfied with 
it 

Mr. Boggild conferred with H. P 
Madsen, first vice-consul for Den- 
mark here, and with Mayor Bury and 
the gev nment
